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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT ,  NOVEMBER  1,  1959 


Commodity  summary 

Frozen  turkeys  in  cold  storage  on  November  1  totaled  216  million  pounds ,  according 
to  reports  received  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Boarde    These  holdings  were  about  38  mil- 
lion less  than  a  year  earlier  but  21  million  ab  ove  the  November  1,  195^4-—58  average  0 
Stocks  of  all  poultry  were  up  seasonally  and  by  November  1  were  12  percent  larger 
than  average  for  the  date  but  7  percent  less  than  in  1958.    Red  meat  stocks  were  in- 
creased slightly  during  the  month ,  13  million  pounds ,  to  total  1+21  million  by 
November  1.    This  compares  with  368  million,  the  average  for  the  date,  and  3U6  million 
in  storage  at  the  same  time  last  year.    Refrigerated  holdings  of  orange  juice  de- 
creased 6  million  gallons  during  October.     Stocks  in  storage  on  November  1  amounted  to 
25  million  gallons — 11  million  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  6  million  more  than  aver- 
age.   Frozen  fruit  supplies  were  reduced  by  23  million  pounds  to  k99  million  by 
November  1,    This  seasonal  decrease  was  almost  3  times  the  October  1958  reduction  and 
average.    Stocks,  however,  were  3  percent  above  average  for  November  1  but  6  percent 
less  than  this  date  last  year.    The  gain  during  October  in  frozen  vegetable  holdings, 
13  million  pounds,  was  only  half  of  average  and  one-third  of  the  October  1958  in- 
crease,   Warehouse  stocks  of  938  million  pounds  compare  with  905  million  a  year 
earlier  and  8ii3  million,  the  average  for  November  1.    Warehouse  holdings  of  cream, 
butter,  and  American  cheese  were  under  average  for  November  1,    Stocks  of  cream,  at 
12  million  pounds,  were  almost  one-fourth  under  average  and  one-fifth  less  than  a 
year  earlier.    The  68  million  pounds  of  butter  were  below  average  by  67  percent  and 
below  last  November  1  by  U-3  percent,    American  cheese  stocks  amounted  to  306  million 
pounds,  approximately  one-third  less  than  average  but  8  percent  larger  than  Novem- 
ber 1,  1958,    Shell  egg  holdings  were  down  to  U65>000  cases.    Average  stocks  for 
November  1  are  563*000  cases  whereas  last  year  this  time  207,000  cases  were  in 
storage. 

General  commodity  movement 

Warehouse  stocks  of  cooler-held  commodities  increased  by  1.6  billion  pounds  during 
October,    Nearly  all  the  gain  was  due  to  increased  holdings  of  fresh  fruits,  pri- 
marily apples  and  fresh  vegetables.    The  weight  of  all  cooler-held  commodities 
totaled  3-8  billion  pounds  on  November  1.    Freezer-held  commodities  increased 
slightly  during  October.    One  percent  gain  brought  the  total  weight  to  3.2  billion 
pounds  on  November  1.    The  increase  in  weight  came  from  increased  stocks  of  poultry, 
vegetables,  and  pork. 

Storage  occupancy 

Utilization  of  cooler  and  freezer  space  increased  during  October.    Cooler  occupancy 
increased  5  percentage  points  to  60  percent  on  November  1.    This  was  h  points  above 
a  year  earlier  but  6  points  below  the  195U-58  average.    A  2  percentage  point  increase 
during  October  brought  freezer  occupancy  to  77  percent  on  November  1.    A  year  earlier 
freezer  occupancy  was  73  percent  while  the  average  occupancy  is  76  percent.  The 
Pacific  States,  down  h  points  in  cooler  occupancy,  show  the  only  regional  decline 
recorded  on  November  1.    Freezer  occupancy  increased  in  all  regions  during  October 
except  for  no  change  in  Pacific  States. 

Dairy  products 

A  seasonal  reduction  in  cream  stocks  of  2  million  pounds  during  October  left  12  mil- 
lion in  storage  on  November  1.    Stocks  totaled  15  million  pounds  a  year  earlier  and 
average  stocks  are  17  million.    A  reduction  of  25  million  pounds  in  creamery  butter 
during  October  was  about  normal.    November  1  holdings  totaled  66  million  pounds » 
These  stocks  were  U3  percent  below  a  year  earlier  and  67  percent  below  average. 
American  cheese  stocks  totaled  306  million  pounds  on  November  1;  although  8  percent 
above  holdings  last  year  this  date,   these  holdings  were  32  percent  below  average. 
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Poultry  and  poultry  products 

A  net  gain  of  101  million  pounds  in  warehouse  holdings  of  poultry  meats  during  Octo- 
ber brought  total  stocks  to  378  million  on  November  1.    This  is  the  second  largest 
quantity  ever  held  in  storage  and  compares  with  record  holdings  of  i|08  million  in 
storage  on  November  1,  1958 ,    Turkey  holdings  were  increased  by  83  million  pounds 
during  October  and  on  November  1  holdings  totaled  216  million  pounds.    Although  15 
percent  below  holdings  of  a  year  earlier ,  these  stocks  were  11  percent  above  average. 
Stocks  of  broilers  or  fryers  totaled  26  million  pounds  on  November  1,  an  increase  of 
2  million  pounds  during  October,    The  5-year  average  holdings  are  21  million  pounds. 
On  November  1,  1958,  27  million  pounds  were  in  storage,    A  net  increase  in  hen  (fowl) 
stocks  of  13  million  pounds  brought  holdings  to  79  million  pounds  on  November  1, 
These  stocks  were  h  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  and  28  percent  larger  than 
average.    Although  the  net  reduction  in  shell  egg  stocks  during  October  was  89,000 
cases,  this  decrease  was  slightly  more  than  a  year  earlier  but  only  about  two-fifths 
the  average  reduction.    Stocks  totaled  1;65,000  cases  on  November  1.    On  November  1, 
1958,  shell  egg  holdings  were  207,000  cases  while  average  stocks  are  563,000  cases. 
Frozen  egg  stocks  were  reduced  by  15  million  pounds  during  October  which  was  8  million 
pounds  less  than  the  reduction  for  the  same  period    last  year  and.  average,    A  120  mil- 
lion pound  stock  holding  on  November  1  was-  28  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  1  per- 
cent above  average. 

Juices,  fruits,  and  vegetables 

November  1  stocks  of  frozen  orange  concentrate  were  down  to  25  million  gallons.  The 
October  reduction  of  6  million  gallons  compares  with  5  million,  the  decline  during 
October  1958  and  average.    This  time  last  year,  concentrate  holdings  totaled  Ik  mil- 
lion gallons  while  19  million  is  average  for  the  date.    Net  withdrawals,  totaling 
23  million  pounds,  reduced  frozen  fruit  stocks  to  U99  million  pounds.    The  October 
reduction  compares  with  7  million,  the  average  decline  for  this  time  of  year,  and  8 
million  reported  a  year  earlier.    Total  stocks  were  6  percent  under  those  of  Novem- 
ber 1,  1958  but  3  percent  above  average.    Holdings  of  strawberries  amounted  to  188 
million  pounds,  about  average  for  the  date  but  10  million  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Frozen  vegetable  stocks  totaled  938  million  pounds,  up  13  million  from  a  month 
earlier.    This  October  increase  was  only  about  one-third  the  October  1958  gain  and 
half  as  large  as  average.     Stocks,  however,  were  11  percent  larger  than  average  and 
h  percent  above  a  year  earlier, 

Meat  and  meat  products 

Warehouse  stocks  of  red  meats  totaled  U21  million  pounds  on  November  1.    This  was  a 
net  gain  of  13  million  pounds  from  October  1  and  compares  with  a  29  million  increase 
for  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier  and  30  million  the  average  increase. 
Although  the  net  movement  in  stocks  was  below  the  historic  pattern,  the  stock  level 
was  above.    Stocks  on  November  1  were  22  percent  above  holdings  a  year  earlier  and 
1U  percent  above  average.    Holdings  of  beef  were  reduced  6  million  pounds  during 
October  compared  with  a  net  gain  of  II4  million  a  year  earlier  and  an  average  gain  of 
15  million,    A  total  of  1  65  million  pounds  was  on  hand  November*  1  compared  with  137 
million  in  storage  on  November  1,  1958;  average  stocks  are  128  million  pounds.  Pork 
stocks  increased  21  million  during  October,  3  times  the  net  gain  a  year  earlier,  and 
nearly  twice  the  average  increase.    Holdings  totaled  I8J4  million  pounds  on  November  lj 
on  November  1,  1958  pork  holdings  totaled  13U  million  while  average  stocks  are  176 
million.     Stocks  of  frozen  picnics  at  nearly  5  million  pounds  on  November  1  were  5 
percent  above  a  month  earlier  and  19  percent  above  last  year  this  date.    Frozen  ham 
stocks  totaled  36  million  on  November  1,    These  stocks  compare  with  19  million  in 
storage  a  month  earlier  and  2k  million  a  year  earlier.    Holdings  of  frozen  pork  bellies 
totaled  27  million  pounds  on  November  1,  21  percent  above  a  month  earlier  and  117 
percent  above  holdings  a  year  earlier.
